PART I — OVERALL PERFORMANCE EVALUATION 

This KIQ was substantially answered by both collectors 
and producers for the negotiating events which took place 
during the reporting period . Reporting and production on 
foreign attitudes and intentions in these negotiations 
significantly aided the US negotiating team at the formal 
sessions of the Law of the Sea Conference in Caracas and 
Geneva, and at a host of informal meetings.

included in-depth reporting on the LOS position of 
twenty-nine countries, studies on special LOS problem 
areas, and an extensive biographic briefing package, 
which were prepared for the NSC Interagency Task Force 
on the Law of the Sea in direct support of the U.S.
